The Question of Personal Responsibility.

The indictment of twenty-one directors and
former directors of the New Haven rallroad on
the charge of maintalning a monopoly in re-
straint of trade, brings to & crucial test the per-
sonal applicstion of the criminal elause of the
Sherman law, With an uncompromising prose-
cution the country ought to know by the finish
of these trials to what extent the power of thin
provision may reach the indlvidual through the
corporation. There Is little doubt in the popular
mind as to the need of personal responsi-
bility or the soundness of the principle that the
Andividual must be held accountablo for thé acts
of s corporation of which he is a part, Nor have
wo had to walt on the New Haven case for &
demonstration of the principle, but not as yet
have we had so notable and impressiva & test as
this will furnish chiefly because of the number
and prominence of the men indicted. But the
people of this country, aven under such provoca-
tive clroumstances, do not demand punishment
%0 much as justice, If, therefors, the result of
the celebrated New Haven case Intrenches the
principle of personal responsibility and finally
detines the limits of the ériminal clause of this
‘law, the people, regardless of personsl fates or
misfortunes, will be satisfled, What the country
demands is an end of the system at which the
prohibitions of the law are aimed.
